Some twenty people were expected, accoming: to Mr. Hopkins. However, only ten 
people showed up - pouring rain, mhich began in the early efternoon, war thought 
to be the cause of the snaller number present. ir. Hopkins tumed the meeting 
over to me, and after a spirited discussion of the role Philadelphians can play 
in the Bucks County situation (in-so-fer an Philadelphia Negro job or home seekers 
in Bucks County are concerned), the geoup voted to effect forwal oremisstion for 
continued work, It was decided that an evventional job would be done, ained at
